A NEW LEAGUE? 

A ccording to a London dispatch 

on Saturday both Greal Britain and France are 
contemplating a change in the structure nnd functions 
of the League of Nations with n view to ihe sharp 
limitation of its powert. Under the new proposal, 
the report any*, the League it Jo become more of 
a consultative body, with no power to impose unctions 
unless they ire approved by Great Britain, France, 
Germany »nd Italy. Negotiations are uid to be going 
on in Berlin with n view to Germany’s readmission 
to the League. 

During the recent election campaign in Britain. 
Mr. Lloyd George. Major Alllee nnd other opposition 
leaders and speakers charged the Baldwin government 
with the intention to restrict the power nnd influence 
of the League if it were returned to office. Subsequent 
developments, especially the undercover operations 
which resulted in the much-criticized Italo-Ethiopia 
peace terms which disregard the obligations of the 
League and the terms of it* covenant, suggest that 
the political prophets were not far off in their 
accusations. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that if the 
propouls reported to be in contemplation in Satur¬ 
day's pres* dispatch were carried out. the League 
would cease to exist except at a camouflage for a 
military alliance arranged by Fascist and near-Fiscirt 
governments. In that case Japan would probably 
return to the organization and the company would be 
complete. All this would transfer the battle line to 
the home front in every one of those countries, m 
which the forces of reaction would be opposed to the 
forces of democracy, nnd the stage would be set for 
a first-class civil war in some, if not all, of the par¬ 
ticipating nations. Democracy can not be suppreswd.
